IT was the end of a 
mini-era last 
Sunday just outside 
Cowbridge when 
Hannah’s Diner on 
the A48 opened its 
doors for the last 
time.

Sadly, the lease on the 
building - which is 
showing signs of age - 
was not renewed and 
now, after a family 
holiday, the Smiths will 
be looking for a suitable 
site in the Vale.

'Charging traders discourages events’ 


1 READ with interest 
that the Vale Council is 
going to start charging 
the traders in Barry High 
Street £1,000 to close the 
street for future events. 

These events have been going 
on in High Street for as long as I 
can remember; they always prove 
very popular and draw in big 
crowds. Surely the Vale Council 
should be encouraging these 
events that bring much-needed 
people into the street, not 
charging for it? 

On top of this, the Vale 


Council now want to charge 
people to park in High Street 
despite Marcus Jones, the new 
High Streets Government 
Minister, having suggested that 
small town centres could become 
“parking meter-free zones” in an 
effort to save shops from closure. 

Having recently attended a 
drop-in session to see these 
proposed parking charges, I was 
shocked to learn that the cost of 
installing 29 parking meters in 
High Street is £290,000 - at a 
time when they are supposed to 
be cutting costs I 


be made for shop and business 
owners to park their own vehicles 
when they arrive for work. Are 
they expected to pay £8 per day 
to park? 

Maybe they should install 
parking meters on Dock View 
Road to raise funds, as this is 
where Civic Office workers park 
their vehicles.

“The hydro slide at 
Barry was 
decommissioned a 
number of years ago as, 
unfortunately, it can no 
longer meet current 
safety 

recommendations. 

“However, there are 
regular fun sessions 
available at Barry 
Leisure Centre with 
large inflatables and the 
centre continues to offer 
a variety of other water- 
based activities, notably 
the most extensive 
‘learn to swim’ 
programme in the Vale. 

“The flume at 
Penarth runs according 
to a schedule which 
corresponds with peak 
use of the pool at 
weekends and holiday 
periods. User safety is 
always the top priority.”

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U3A delve into religious buildings of Cardiff 


COWBRIDGE U3A 
history group was 
fortunate to 

welcome 
knowledgeable 
author Jean Rose, 
who gave an 
illustrated 
presentation on 

‘Cardiff Churches 
through Time’, a 
fascinating guide to 
the capital’s places 
of worship. 

The small Norman 
town of Cardiff had two 
churches: the parish 
church was St Mary’s, 
near the river, which fell 
into disrepair and is now 
only remembered by an 
outline in bricks on a 
wall of the Prince of 
Wales pub, and its chapel 
of ease, the present St 
John the Baptist Church 
near the market. 

This is the only 
medieval building in the 
centre of Cardiff, other 


than the castle. 

Llandaff was 

incorporated into Cardiff 
in 1922, so Llandaff 
Cathedral, constructed in 
the 12th century on the 
site of an earlier church, 
qualifies as one of the 
city’s places of worship. 

The cathedral had 
fallen into decay by the 
early 18th century (it was 
a relatively poor see) but 
was saved from 
destruction by restoration 
work on the eastern side, 
although the western half 
remained in ruins. 

A full transformation 
of the cathedral began in 
the late 1840s, thanks to 
the ‘black gold’ (coal) 
that was bringing wealth 
to Cardiff. The church 
now had a tower and a 
tower with a spire. 

In January 1941, the 
cathedral was severely 
damaged when a 
parachute mine was 
dropped, blowing the 
roof off the nave, south 


aisle and chapter house. 

The bombs weren’t 
sectarian; the Roman 
Catholic Cathedral in the 
centre of Cardiff was also 
badly damaged by an 
incendiary and Eglwys 
Dewi Sant, for Welsh 
speakers, was completely 
destroyed during the 
1941 blitz. 

Major restorations and 
reconfigurations were 
subsequently carried out 
on Llandaff Cathedral 
and the building was 
back in use by June 1958. 

The church of St 
Margaret of Antioch in 
Roath has its origins as a 
Norman chapel of ease 
(marriages, burials or 
baptisms could not be 
carried out there), but as 
the parish population 
rose from 250 to 60,000 
over the second half of 
the 19th century, the 
building proved totally 
inadequate. 

The present church 
was constructed with 
colourful tiles, Penarth 
alabaster and bricks, but 
for some reason the 
elegant tower and spire 
in the design were not 
built. The church 
eventually got a squat 
tower in the 1920s. 

St Margaret’s contains 
the Bute mausoleum, the 
only site in Wales where 
some members of the 
Bute family lie buried in 
large, slab tombs, 
reminiscent of Tsarist 
tombs in St Petersburg. 

The first Marquis had 
married ‘rich, ugly’ Miss 
Charlotte Windsor, an 
heiress to land in Cardiff,

the Vale and, eventually, 
most importantly, the 
north of Glamorgan, with 
its vast mineral deposits. 

To prove he was good 
at marrying wealth, if not 
managing it, his second 
wife was another heiress, 
Frances Coutts. 

St German’s Church in 
Adamsdown opened in 
1884 and, with the only 
flying buttresses in 
Cardiff, was described as 
the ‘finest Victorian 
church in Wales’. 

‘Tin tabernacles’ 
(made of corrugated iron 
galvanised with zinc) 
were cheap buildings that 
could be constructed by 
parishioners to use as 
temporary churches 
before more permanent 
structures were installed. 
St Thomas’ in 
Birchgrove is the only 
survivor in Cardiff. 

Womanby Street, one 
of the oldest in Cardiff, 
was the site of Trinity, 
the first non-conformist 
chapel, built in 1697. 

Bethany Baptist 
Chapel, with origins 
from the beginning of the 
19th century, became 
hemmed in by Howell’s 
department store (now 
House of Fraser), which 
eventually purchased the 
church. 

The arcade arches, the 
apse and the west 
frontage were preserved 
within the store. A 
memorial plaque to 
Rawlins White, a 
fisherman of Cardiff 
martyred by burning at 
the stake in 1555, can 
also be seen by shoppers. 


Several churches have 
disappeared during 
Cardiff’s developments, 
demolished to make way 
for office blocks or 
shopping centres. Others 
have closed because of 
dwindling congregations 
and now have other uses. 

The variety of 
churches that remains is 
a reminder of the 
phenomenal growth of 
Cardiff in the 19 th 
century, when a small 
town grew into the 
largest coal port in the 
world. Once they 
dominated the skyline, 
but now, hidden in the 
city sprawl, they are 
often overlooked by 
residents and tourists 
alike. 

Jean Rose is certainly 
determined to make them 
visible again.

considerable sentence’ - 
be appropriate’ for couple 


A HUSBAND and wife from Barry are facing life in 
jail for raping a string of young girls. 

Avril Griffiths, 61, groomed the victims for her husband Peter 
Griffiths, 65, to rape. 

The couple are reportedly well known in Barry, where they 
carried out multiple rapes together. 

One victim said: “Everyone hated them... people would avoid 
them.” 

Another victim said: “I think if you ask most families in Barry, 
they’d hate them.” 

She said she had felt "broken" ever since she had been raped by 
Griffiths. 

The couple were found guilty of rape, indecent assault and taking 
indecent photographs of children after a two-week trial. 

Prosecutor Caroline Rees QC said the pair “repeatedly sexually 
abused three young girls” between the 1970s and 1990s. 

The couple exploited three victims “in order to satisfy each of 
their sexual needs”. 

Cardiff Crown Court heard the couple gave one of the victims 
svodka before forcing her to pose for indecent photos with them 


while they were naked. 

Peter Griffiths then raped the girl and said she could not get 
pregnant “because he had a vasectomy”. 

She added: “The male defendant would have sex with her in the 
back of a van while others looked on.” 

The court heard the victim was passed around to other men. 

Ms Rees said: “She was used in effect as a sex toy for the 
gratification of others.” 

The victim was also taken on a boat where she was raped by 
Peter Griffiths. 

Avril Griffiths also sexually assaulted the victim on the boat. 

The victim later told police she had been “ripped apart 
physically” after suffering injuries. 

Peter Griffiths raped another victim in bed while she was “held 
down” by Avril Griffiths. 

In a psychological assessment revealed to the court, Avril 
Griffiths was found to have an “extremely low IQ” and was labelled 
“intellectually disabled”. 

The report said 99 per cent of people “were more able than her 
generally”. 

Avril Griffiths was found guilty of five counts of rape, three 


counts of taking an indecent photograph of a child and two counts 
of indecent assault. 

Peter Griffiths was found guilty of eight counts of rape, three 
counts of taking an indecent photograph of a child and three counts 
of indecent assault. 

They were remanded in custody and sentence was adjourned until 
October 18 for reports. 

Judge Jeremy Jenkins QC told the couple: “Each of you can 
expect a considerable sentence. Life imprisonment may be 
appropriate.” 

Speaking after the sentence, Wendy Brady of the CPS said the 
couple treated their victims “as objects”. 

She said: “Peter and Avril Griffiths worked together befriending 
the girls before going on to sexually abuse them. 

“They showed no regard for the welfare of (the victims) they 
were abusing, treating them as objects to fulfil their sexual desires. 

“The victims have shown great courage in telling the Court what 
happened to them. 

“We hope they can start to move forward knowing that Peter and 
Avril Griffiths have been brought to justice.”

Bravery - demonstrating 
remarkable courageous behaviour or 
character; Citizenship - recognising 
those whose work improves the local 
community through unselfish actions; 
Culture - those who excel in the arts 
in any art form, language or medium; 
Enterprise - achieving remarkable 
success in business; Innovation, 
science and technology - developing 
techniques that meet new 
requirements and provide effective 
products, services and ideas to society 
at large; International - for those 
who work tirelessly to improve a 
community or communities outside of 
Wales; Sport - for an individual, 
team or group in Wales who have 
achieved excellence in the field of 
sport on a national or international 
level; Young person - exceptional 
and inspiring young persons or groups 
of up to 19 years old. 

The final category is the First 
Minister of Wales’ special award, 
chosen by the Eirst Minister himself. 

Nominations are now open and 
people can enter via an online form on 
the St David Awards website. 

Nominations close at midnight on 
October 16, with the award ceremony 
taking place on March 21,2019. 

Anyone can be nominated for the 
award whether they live inside or 
outside the country, providing they 
have a meaningful link to Wales. 

To encourage entries, the Welsh 
Government has launched an 
#E very day Saint campaign to highlight 
that anyone can be put forward for an 
award provided they have made a 


significant contribution to Wales. 

Previous award winner Karin, who 
has been a lollipop lady for Rhws 
Primary school for 14 years, was on 
duty when she selflessly threw herself 
in front of an out of control car that 
was heading towards children and 
parents waiting to cross the road 
outside the school. 

Karin said: “It was a normal day on 
duty, I had helped people crossing the 
road earlier for breakfast and was 
doing the main crossing period when 
the incident happened at 8.50am. 

“It wasn’t until the next day when a 
police officer visited me in hospital to 
say thank you and commend my 
bravery that he realised I had no 
memory of what happened. It was 
then that he told me I threw myself in 
the way of the car to protect the 
children and parents at the crossing. 

“I don’t think it will ever sink in 
what I did - I was in hospital for nine 
weeks because of the severity of my 
injuries, which included two broken 
ribs, a broken bone in the back and a 
slight bleed on the brain as well as 
many other injuries. 

“The St David Awards impacted 
my life for the better. They helped me 
meet so many amazing and 
inspirational people - some of whom I 
still keep in touch with now. 

“Because of the recognition I’ve 
received from the St David Awards, 
I’ve experienced a number of once-in- 
a-lifetime opportunities. I went to the 
Queen’s Garden Party, met Princess 
Alexandra and went to the Summit, 
where I met Barack Obama and 
Prince Charles. 

“Eor anyone thinking of 
nominating someone, it is completely 
worth it - just do it, as you won’t 
regret it.” 

Carwyn Jones, Eirst Minister of 
Wales, said: “These awards are about 
highlighting and celebrating the 
amazing people in this country that go 
the extra mile to make a difference to 
their community. Hopefully, our 
#E very day Saint campaign will 
encourage people to enter those whose 
efforts need recognising.”

Plaid critical of 
Vale Council’s 
cash reserves 


FIGURES have 
shown the Vale 
Council collected 
£1.5m more in 
council tax than 
anticipated last 
year. 

Next year, people in 
the Vale could face 
council tax rises of 2.5 
per cent as the council 
has to make further 
savings. The council 
made a profit of £6.7m 
last year which went into 
its usable reserves, a 
report says. 

That means in April 
the authority had a total 
of £78.7m of earmarked 
reserves - which could 
be used to provide 
services. 

At a meeting of the 
full council on 
September 26, Cllr Ian 
Johnson thanked council 
staff for putting together 
the council’s statement of 
accounts. But he said: 
“Unnecessary council tax 
reserves or service cuts 
affect the very people 
we’re supposed to be 
helping.” 

Speaking after the 
meeting, the Plaid Cymru 
leader in the Vale added: 


“Vale residents are so 
used to hearing about 
austerity and the need to 
make cuts that it comes 
as a great surprise to hear 
that the council made a 
£6.7m profit last year. 

“Both Conservatives 
and Labour have 
increased council tax by 
more than inflation every 
year since I joined the 
council and Plaid have 
voted against every time. 

“Plaid Cymru believe 
that the council’s priority 
should be people, not 
money. That means 
focusing on providing 
the best services, not on 
making unnecessary cuts 
or charges, like the 
current car parking 
charging plans.” 

Councils in England 
such as 

Northamptonshire and 
Somerset face huge cuts 
to services after plunging 
into the red. The council 
is looking at how it can 
balance the books ahead 
of £17m savings needed 
over the next three years, 
having already shed 
£50m from its accounts 
since 2010. 

Councillors have not 
yet decided on how much 
council tax would rise by 


in 2019-20 - but a 
financial model the 
council is considering 
would raise council tax 
by 2.5 per cent. 

Cllr John Thomas, 
leader of the council, said 
the £1.5m amount of 
excess council tax 
collected was “not a 
great deal”. 

“I would much rather 
be in that side of it than 
the other,” he said. “We 
would end up with a 
bigger hole in our budget 
than we currently have. 
We have not got plenty of 
money. We have made 
savings of £50m over the 
past nine years and we 
have to make £17m more 
over the next couple of 
years. 

“It doesn’t take much 
of a percentage swing to 
end up on the wrong side 
of things. Our usable 
reserves are not 
excessive, and hopefully 
over the next few years 
we will be able to 
maintain our position so 
we are able to face 
anything which comes 
our way.”

Bridgend and the 
Vale among Wales’ 
most vibrant spots 


BRIDGEND and the Vale are 
in Wales’ top five most 
vibrant economies on Grant 
Thornton’s Vibrant Economy 
Index, which measures the 
vibrancy of the 22 Welsh local 
authority areas. 

The findings, based on six broad 
social and economic objectives, paint 
a picture of the economic landscape 
across Wales highlighting a range of 
factors including prosperity, health 
and community. 

Wales’ most vibrant places 
depicted within the report 
demonstrate a good balance between 
economic growth, social equality, 
sustainability and healthy, happy 
people. 

Vibrancy is measured using key 
indicators for each of the six 
objectives and each place is awarded 


an overall ‘vibrancy’ score, with 100 
being the national average. The Vale, 
Wales’ second most vibrant local 
authority (LA), scored 104.67 behind 
Monmouthshire, which scored 
104.93. 

The Vale has been ranked as the 
highest local authority in the 
resilience and sustainability area with 
a score of 110.84, along with second- 
place positions in both the inclusion 
and equality and community, trust 
and belonging sections. 

The index found that Bridgend 
similarly scored above the national 
average with a score of 102.11. 
Bridgend fared well in the resilience 
and sustainability section with the 
third highest Welsh score of 104.98. 

The Wggest improvement has also 
been seen by Bridgend; having 
previously sat at 11th place, the 
county has now climbed seven index 
positions to fourth. 
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The Welsh budget - taxes will 
be set for "the common good’ 


T his week the 
Cabinet 
Secretary for 
Finance, Mark 
Drakeford AM, will 
present his Budget 
for 2019/20. 

This year he will be 
outlining his new 
responsibilities and 
policies for Income Tax 
in Wales. 

At the Assembly 
Finance Committee last 
week, we received a 
briefing from the Welsh 
Treasury and HMRC 
about the new Welsh 
Rates of Income Tax that 
will come into force on 
April 6, 2019. 

From that date, with 
our new tax varying 
powers, some of the 
income tax paid by 
people living in Wales 
will directly fund 
services in Wales. 

Welsh rates of income 
tax (lOp in the pound) 
covering all tax bands 
will be set by the Welsh 
Government - and voted 
on by all Assembly 
Members - and paid 
directly to the Welsh 
Government. 


HMRC will collect 
Welsh rates of income 
tax and all income tax 
paid by people living in 
Wales will be collected 
in one payment as usual. 

The new powers 
enable the Welsh 
Government to vary 
Welsh income tax rates. 

We were reminded at 
Finance Committee that 
a Ip increase or decrease 
in Welsh rates of income 
tax can add or take away 
£210m from the Welsh 
Budget and from 
funding for services in 
Wales. 

I am glad we now 
have these new powers. 
The proposals made in 
the draft budget package 
will be scrutinised by 
Assembly Members for 
final approval in the 
New Year. 

A report, ‘Prosperity 
and Justice’, from the 
IPPR Commission on 
Economic Justice, 
recently made a number 
of recommendations 
about tax and the need to 
spread wealth and 
ownership across our 
economy. 

The Commission 
recognises that ‘the 
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overall level of taxes 
will have to rise to pay 
for the improved health 
and social care the 
public needs’ and calls 
for a ‘serious debate 
about the appropriate 
level of both public 
spending and taxation 
which can achieve the 
economy and society we 
deserve.’ 

After nearly eight- 
and-a-half years of 
austerity and deep cuts 
to our public services, 
these are the views that I 
share in my belief that 
taxes should be set for 


‘the common good’. 

I believe we can use 
our new powers to help 
make Wales a fairer 
place as part of a wider 
package of public 
investment in health, 
social care, housing and 
transport. 

Despite austerity, the 
Welsh Government has 
been able to move 
forward with a new 
Wales and Border rail 
franchise which 
commences on October 
14 with £5bn investment 
in our rail infrastructure 
and services in Wales. 

I met Ken Skates, 
Cabinet Secretary for 
Infrastructure, last week 
to press for the half- 
hourly rail service 
between Barry and 
Bridgend to be brought 
forward from the 
scheduled 2023 date. 

I drew attention to the 
outcome of the former 
consultation on ‘Access 
to Cardiff International 
Airport’ in 2006 which 
recommended the 
increase from the current 
hourly to a half-hourly 
service. 

I believe the increase 
to half-hourly service is 
the most important step 
we need to take in rail 
service investment in the 
Vale. 

It will benefit 
commuters east to west 
and vice versa, airport 
passengers, businesses, 
students, families and 
visitors to the Heritage 


Coast. 

That was my message 
to the Cabinet Secretary 
as part of the case I 
made against the 
proposed M4/A48 road. 

I was pleased the 
Cabinet Secretary agreed 
to look at the 
membership of the Vale 
of Glamorgan WelTAG 
Review Group to include 
social, economic, 
environmental and 
cultural interests and 
expertise. 

The new rail franchise 
brings exciting prospects 
to Wales. An additional 
600 staff will be 
recruited to deliver the 
service in a range of 
roles and 450 new 
apprenticeships (30 
every year) will also be 
created over the life of 
the contract. 

£194 million will be 
invested to modernise all 
247 stations and build 
four new stations. 

I look forward to the 
new accessible 
passenger bridge for 
Barry Town station 
which I have been 
campaigning for. 

Finally, free travel for 
under-5s will be 
extended to under-lls 
and half-price fares 
extended to 16-18 years 
olds with under-16s 
travelling free off-peak. 

So, good news for 
Wales and I will make 
sure it is good news for 
the Vale as well.

Council introduces 
new system for 
disabled grants 


DISABLED people 
looking for help to 
adapt their home 
face a new charging 
system in the Vale. 

The fees are charged 
by the council but 
recovered from the 
grants available to the 
disabled recipients. 

The Vale Council has 
agreed new fees for 
applications made for 
‘Disabled Facilities 
Grants’ which will take 
effect on January 1, 
2019. 

Disabled Facilities 
Grants provide up 
people in Wales with up 
to £36,000 to make vital 
changes to their homes 
to help them stay 
independent, such as 
installing ramps, 

improving access to 


rooms and facilities or 
providing a heating 
system. 

The current fees for 
applying for the means- 
tested grants is complex 
and depends partly on 
whether agents - who 
help put the application 
together and manage the 
works - are employed 
internally by the council 
or externally by the 
applicants themselves. 

But the Vale council’s 
cabinet today (October 
1) agreed to simplify the 
system and charge £375 
for each application 
made from January. 

The council will also 
charge an additional 15 
per cent of the cost of 
works plus VAT to fund 
the management of the 
works, up to a maximum

of £4,500. 

The changes, say the 
council, mean half of 
applicants will see fees 
reduce under the new 
system and half will see 
them increase. 

Half of applications 
would increase by an 
average of £217, with 
some being as much as 
£2,100 more. 

But the cabinet were 
told today these fees 
would be covered by 
grants. 

Cllr John Bird, the 
council’s cabinet 

member for regeneration 
and planning, said: “No 
applicant will be hit in 
the pocket as far as I’m 
aware. 

“It should be a more 
streamlined process.” 

Disabled Facilities 
Grants are funded 
mostly by central 
Government money 
given to local authorities 


every year. 

A Vale Council 
spokesman said: 

“Proposals to alter the 
fees associated with the 
Disabled Facilities Grant 
have been suggested in 
an effort to simplify the 
process, making it easier 
for the applicant to 
understand and the 
council to administer. 

“A comparison of fees 
charged indicates there 
will be an even split 
between the number of 
applications impacted 
positively and those 
impacted negatively 
under the plans. 

“But there will be no 
detrimental effect on the 
applicant as fees will be 
paid out of the capital 
grant given to them so 
they will not be out of 
pocket.”

The history of the 
Barry Men’s Forum 


THE idea for forming Barry 
Men’s Forum was the 
brainchild of the late 
Reverend Gwynfryn Pugh, the 
minister of Windsor Road 
Congregational Church, Barry 
in October 1967. 

The venue chosen was the church 
hall and the object was to provide 
discussion on any subject of interest 
for the retired men of Barry and the 
surrounding community. 

However this decision was 
amended to exclude religion and 
politics, as both subjects could lead to 
arguments and passions becoming 
inflamed. 

The first meeting led by the 
Reverend Pugh attracted only six 
members, but news got around and 
numbers began to swell quickly. 
Subsequently a committee was 
formed to run the organisation and Mr 
William Carpenter was chosen as 
chairman. 

It was agreed that the meetings 
would be on a Thursday morning, 
9.45am, with tea or coffee with 
biscuits, followed at 10.30am with a 
talk from an invited guest speaker, 
often using slides or pre-recorded 
video tapes to illustrate their topic, 
and the meeting would end at 12pm; 
this formula is still in operation to this 
day. 

Out of the current membership of 
around 55, we average around 40-plus 
on a weekly basis and attract a diverse 
body of men such as school teachers, 
accountants, mechanics, police 
officers, clerks to name but a few of 
the members’ pre-retirement jobs. 

A similar styled organisation 
founded in the mid-1950s using a 
church hall in Phyllis Street, Barry 
Island and led by a Tom Jarman and 
Harry Scott met on a Monday 
evening, but folded in the early 1960s. 


The hall in Phyllis Street is now a 
church dedicated to St Baruc. 

In 2013 Windsor Road 
Congregational Church closed its 
doors and so a new venue had to be 
arranged. This problem was quickly 
resolved as Holy Trinity Church in St 
Paul’s Avenue, Barry had a new dual- 
purpose church/hall so we took up 
residence almost immediately in 
Aberystwyth Crescent. 

Over the past 50 years it is 
estimated that we have had over 1,400 
speakers addressing us on a very 
diverse selection of topics, such as 
The Royal Mint, How to Train as a 
London Cab Driver (The Knowledge), 
Bee Keeping, World Wars, Aircraft, 
World Travel, Railways Old and New 
to name but a few. 

A Christmas lunch is held each 
year for members and their wives or 
partners and each April a trip is 
organised to a place of interest chosen 
by members, such as the railway 
museum at Swindon, Penderyn 
Whisky Distillery, Helicopter 
Museum at Locking near Weston- 
Super-Mare and the Industrial 
Museum at Swansea to name but a 
few locations visited already. 

The forum is an excellent and 
fulfilling way to spend a Thursday 
morning. Over to the past 50 years we 
have been ably led by Willie 
Carpenter, Len Gerry, Robert 
Baynham, Cliff Prew, Peter Westcott; 
our current leader being Mac Tanner 
who can be contacted on 01446 
743455 to answer questions from any 
newly interested members. 

The winter sessions restart on 
Thursday, October 4 at Trinity Church 
Hall, Aberystwyth Crescent, Barry. 
New members are always made 
welcome so come along and give it a 
try.

School row moves on to a new stage 


PEOPLE hoping to save Llancarfan 
Primary School from Vale Council plans 
to ‘move’ it to a new £4 million building 
in nearby Rhoose put their case forward 
in a meeting on Monday night (October 
1 ). 

They told the council’s Learning and Culture 
Scrutiny Committee that the authority had pursued 
the plans with “single-minded determination” 
without properly consulting the community, that 
the rural ethos of the school would be lost and it 
would “rip the heart” out of the village. 

But the council said the current Llancarfan 
Primary building is not fit for purpose, and moving 
it to a new 210-place building in Rhoose is needed 
to cater for hundreds of new homes being built in 
the area. 

The committee voted to urge the council’s 
cabinet to pause the plans when it meets next on 
October 15, and to work with the community to 
come up with alternatives which could see 
Llancarfan Primary staying open. 

Campaigner and parent Jim Barratt told the 
meeting: “The whole process from planning 
through to consultation has been too narrowly 
focused on one favoured option from the very 
start. The council has pursued this option with 
single-minded determination. 

“Why didn’t the council involve key 
stakeholders in the strategic planning behind this 
proposal?” 

Stephen Parry, a parent of previous Llancarfan 
pupils, asked: “Where is the evidence, where is the 
research that this is going to benefit the children of 
the future? 

“It’s not just about data or cost effectiveness. It’s 
about educating children. That was not in the 
consultation report - I couldn’t find the words 
‘children’ or ‘learning’. 

“I fear the children may be used as pawns in 
perhaps an economic argument, not an educational 
one.” 

Dr Rebecca Farquharson told the committee 
retaining Llancarfan Primary represents a 
“fantastic opportunity” for the council - as it is the 
only primary designated as ‘rural’ in the area and 
eligible for ring-fenced Welsh Government 
funding. 

She said: “The council are treading a very fine 
line in undermining the government’s vision on 
rural schools. It’s highly likely that the business 


case for funding will be challenged by the Welsh 
Government and may be lost altogether. 

“Rhoose doesn’t want a divided community 
with only some pupils benefiting from a new 
school building. Llancarfan doesn’t want the heart 
of the community tom out. This uncertainty is 
already damaging the school’s future and must stop 
now.” 

The consultation was first started in March this 
year but was re-launched in May as campaigners 
said there was not enough information provided. 

During the summer an IT glitch meant people’s 
submissions were cut off after 9,999 characters - 
but respondents affected by this were informed. 

Trevor Baker, the Vale Council’s head of 
strategy, community learning and resources, 
outlined the reasons for the proposal - and why 
extending the current Llancarfan and Rhoose 
primaries are not the council’s favoured option. 

He told the meeting that there’s a predicted 
shortfall of 93 primary places in Rhoose by 2023 if 
the council does nothing. 

Llancarfan has the fifth highest revenue cost per 
pupil for primary schools in the Vale, he said. 

Mr Baker said: “We know there is no nursery 
provision at Llancarfan Primary. We know there 
are site constraints with planned investment 
opportunities (at the two current primary schools) 
going forward. We know the (Llancarfan) school 
has capacity to improve. 

“There’s no proposal put forward to consult 
that’s going to make everybody happy. No 
consultation process is perfect. The best thing we 
can do when issues arise is deal with them.” 

Mr Baker said later in the meeting a nursery 
could be provided in Llancarfan village. 

Morwen Hudson, the Vale Council’s lead officer 
for school improvement, told the meeting there 
would be huge benefits for the school moving to 
the new building. 

She said: “I don’t know of any other profession 
where people are expected to go to work in a 140- 
year-old building which is not fit for purpose. 

“Why should teachers at Llancarfan school be 
expected to do so when they have a chance to go 
to a state of the art new facility? 

“The opportunity for pupils to attend a nursery 
within their primary school would bring huge 
benefits.” 

Estyn’s report said the school buildings “provide 
a stimulating and varied learning environment”. 

Paula Ham, the Vale Council’s director of 



learning and skills, said Llancarfan Primary faces 
budget difficulties next year and will receive 
£96,000 less in funding. 

“The lower the number of pupils the higher the 
unit costs are going to be,” she said. 

Campaigners say pupil numbers - which affects 
the amount of funding the school gets - dropped 
after the consultation launched. 

Ms Ham said the council hopes the proposal 
would improve education standards, but there was 
no guarantees. 

She said: “Estyn concluded the proposals will at 
least maintain standards of provision in the area. 
We’re not here to say it’s going to be a better 
standard of education, we’re not required to do 
that. 

“We think it would lead to improved outcomes 
and the school will be supported to achieve 
excellence. But we can’t guarantee that excellence 
would be achieved.” 

Cllr Matthew Lloyd, a member of the 
committee, said he was not happy with the way the 
consultation was conducted. 

He said: “It feels like we have tried to keep the 
community at arms length, and I don’t think that’s 


right. I apologise if that’s how they feel the process 
has been conducted. 

“I think we are rushing into making a decision 
which is premature. Premature decisions often 
come back to bite you in the bum.” 

The meeting heard that the second half of the 
787 homes set to be built in Rhoose are yet to be 
started and don’t yet have planning permission. 

Cllr Lloyd said: “It’s too far away for us to be 
making that decision.” 

A spokesman for the Action Committee to Save 
Llancarfan School welcomed the decision, and 
acknowledged that the meeting had been a long 
one, at over four hours, which had allowed time 
for discussion. 

He added that the action committee hopes that 
the Cabinet will respect and follow the 
recommendation, and also that any decision it 
makes going forward is informed by the 
presumption against closure of rural schools— 
including Llancarfan—which comes into effect as 
part of the Welsh Government’s new School Code 
on November 1.

HART and 
Tiffany 

Haddish are two of 
the hottest comedy 
actors of the 
moment, the 
former known for 
the likes of Ride 
Along^ Get Hard 
and Jumanji: 
Welcome To The 
Jungle, while the 
latter was a 
standout turn in 
Girls Trip. 

Pairing them together 
seems a no-brainer, and 
we see the fruits of that 
team-up in Night 
School. Hart plays 
Teddy who, after being 
fired from his job after 
blowing it up, goes to 
night school in order to 
pass his GED exam, 
which will help his 
career. 

In a class full of 
characters (amongst 
them Mary Lynn 
Rajskub, Romany 
Malco and Rob Riggle), 
Teddy hopes to win 
over the teacher, no- 
nonsense Carrie 
(Haddish), which starts 
a battle of wills 


between teacher and 
class... 

It’s fair to say that 
Kevin Hart’s cinematic 
CV is littered with 
films that have played 
to his comedic strengths 
without truly testing 
him as a performer. 
Night School is no 
different, playing on 
Hart’s sensibilities yet 
also keen to press home 
those ‘life lessons’ that 
films like these are 
duty-bound to espouse. 

Thanks to the efforts 
of Hart, Tiffany 
Haddish and a 
supporting cast that are 
all game. Night School 
works as a slight, yet 
entertaining comedy 
that will prove a short¬ 
term fix without 
running the risk of 
lingering long 
afterwards. 

Led by Hart and 
Haddish, two incredibly 
hot comedic 
performers, the jokes 
play out with an air of 
predictability and 
familiarity, yet given 
the charm of the 
performances, eschew 
that feeling of being too 
well-worn.

groundbreaking about 
this film, but within a 
familiar set-up there is 
a degree of pleasure to 
be had from it. 

Hart plays to type, a 
man compensating for 
something (in this case 
his failure to have 
passed his GED exam 
in high school) while 
trying to do the right 
thing, here by his 


fiancee and is enjoyable 
enough to watch, while 
Tiffany Haddish as the 
teacher tasked with 
helping Teddy pass his 
exam gives as good as 
she gets from the 
shortcut-taking Teddy. 

What doesn’t quite 
work is their chemistry 
together; this should be 
a battle of wills, Teddy 
and his desire to take 
the shortcut to success 
versus Carrie’s urge to 
educate, but when the 
pair do clash it comes 
with puff of smoke 
rather than fireworks, 
while their improv- 
heavy back-and-forth 
fails to land. 

There’s much to 
enjoy in the supporting

from 24) gets a chance 
to air her comedic 
muscles and has fun 
with it, while Romany 
Malco, A1 Madrigal and

Director Malcolm D 
Lee has a solid body of 
work behind him with 
the likes of Undercover 
Brother, The Best Man 
and last year’s Girls 
Trip, and here he’s a 
dependable and secure 
pair of hands to helm 
the film. He’s well- 
versed enough in 
comedic beats to know 
where the laughs are 
and while there are no 
set-pieces that stand 
out, he does a decent 
job. 

At 111 minutes, the 
film does feel too long; 
a good 15 to 20 minutes 
could have been cut out 
to give the film a bit 
more pace, while the 
story does a clunky job 
of shoehoming in those 


aforementioned life 
lessons. There is also an 
exceptionally awkward 
moment towards the 
end where Teddy and 
Carrie’s (lack of) 
chemistry is alluded to 
with a pay-off that is 
incredibly ham-fisted. 

However, if you 
don’t delve too deeply 
into the flaws of the 
film, you’ll find a fan- 
amount to enjoy about 
Night School; it’s 
neither deep nor 
meaningful, but it’s fun 
enough to get you 
through a few hours at 
the cinema. 

VERDICT: A 
comedy that raises 
enough laughs to pass 
the entertainment test.

AT sea, on land, and in the air, the men 
and women of the area covered by The 
GEM have not shirked their duties when 
the calls to arms to defend the United 
Kingdom and the cause of freedom have 
been made. 

In the run-up to Armistice Day 2018 - more 
memorable this year because it marks the 
centenary of the first Armistice Day - we have 
commissioned local people to write about different 
aspects and experiences of war. 

Some are published authors and write with 
authority on their chosen subjects, while others are 
not, but will relate some very personal 
experiences. 

Indeed, while everyone who has served, and has 
seen conflict, has a story to tell, many do not, will 
not, cannot speak about it. 

Even attending a Remembrance Day parade can 
be too much for personnel some of whom may once 
have been classed as ‘lacking moral fibre’, or, 
more generously, as shell-shocked, and now as 
dealing with PTSD, especially with many media 
conferring upon all the title ‘hero’. 

Hero is a big word to live up to when the 
overwhelming majority of HM Armed Forces 
simply do their job to the utmost of their abilities. 
And remember, not all wounds are visible, nor do 
they always heal. 

The series begins with the Merchant Navy, and 
the men who served under - and the ships that flew 
- the Red Duster. 

he Cenotaph on London’s Whitehall is 
the memorial designated the United 
Kingdom's official national war 
memorial. Its origin was a temporary 
wooden structure erected for a peace parade 
following the end of the First World War, and 
after an outpouring of national sentiment it 
was replaced in 1920 by a permanent 
structure. 


In the years following 1919, the Cenotaph has 
displayed the Red Ensign (or Red Duster, as it is 
affectionately known) of the British Mercantile 
Marine on one side and a Union Flag, together 
with the Ensigns of the Armed Forces. The flags 
displayed as of 2007 represent the Royal Military 
forces authorised by a sovereign state and the 
Merchant Navy. 

The Red Ensign representing the fallen of the 
Merchant Navy and the fishing fleet has been there 
every day as were the men of the “Forgotten 


Service”. 

Despite its wartime contributions, it was not 
until 2000 that the Merchant Navy was allowed to 
join the official march past the Cenotaph, although 
the Mercantile Marine-Merchant Navy’s Red 
Ensign had been flown on the Whitehall 
monument since 1919. 

Although, London hosts the Country’s main 
November 11 tributes and remembrance, virtually 
every city, town and village conducts local services 
the length and breadth of the country. 

Many sailed from Barry Docks, especially 
during conflicts, and many were never to return. 

All were not only from the town but, from 
throughout the Vale, south Wales, the rest of Wales 
and indeed from all over Great Britain and Ireland. 
Many did settle locally and families remember the 
fallen. 

Barry has been noted amongst other things as 
being a former Merchant Navy Town, our historic 
port once described as the “Gateway to the World”. 
During conflict, together with the other south 
Wales ports, Barry and her docks, built mainly for 
coal, were vital and the proportion of fatalities per 
head of population in comparison to other similar¬ 
sized ports would become the highest in Britain. 

In wartime, Britain depended on civilian cargo 
ships to import food and raw materials, as well as 
to transport soldiers overseas, and keep them 
supplied. The title ‘Merchant Navy’ was granted 
by King George V after the First World War to 
recognise the contribution made by merchant 
sailors. 

In 1928 George V made Edward, Prince of 
Wales ‘Master of the Merchant Navy and Fishing 
Fleets’, a title he retained after his accession in 
January 1936 and relinquished at his abdication in 
December 1936. 

Since Edward VIII, the title has automatically 
been held by the sovereigns HM George VI and 
HM Elizabeth II. 

When the UK entered the Second World War in 
September 1939 George VI issued this message: 

“In these anxious days I would like to express to 
all Ojficers and Men and in The British Merchant 
Navy and The British Fishing Fleets my confidence 
in their unfailing determination to play their vital 
part in defence. To each one I would say: Yours is 
a task no less essential to my people's experience 
than that allotted to the Navy, Army and Air Force. 

“Upon you the Nation depends for much of its 
foodstuffs and raw materials and for the transport 
of its troops overseas. 

“You have a long and glorious history, and I am 
proud to bear the title ‘Master of the Merchant 
Navy and Fishing Fleets’. I know that you will 
carry out your duties with resolution and with 
fortitude, and that high chivalrous traditions of 
your calling are safe in your hands. 

“God keep you and prosper you in your great 
task. ” 



King George V, in recognition of the 
contribution made to the British war effort by 
merchant ships, granted the title of ‘Merchant 
Navy’ to non-military sailors. Despite sharing the 
word ‘Navy’ in their titles, the difference between 
the Royal and Merchant Navies was that sailors in 
the latter were classed as civilians. 

After the outbreak of war, Germany declared 
that every vessel of the British mercantile marine 
was to be regarded as a warship, meaning that the 
sailors of the Merchant Navy faced tremendous 
risks. 

Tragically, 30,248 merchant seamen lost their 
lives during World War Two, a death rate 
proportionally higher than in any of the Armed 
Forces. 

In July 1941, Winston Churchill said: “The 
Merchant Navy, with Allied comrades, night and 
day, in weather fair or foul, faces not only the 
ordinary perils on the sea, but the sudden assaults 
of war from beneath the waters or from the sky. 

“But for the Merchant Navy who bring us the 
food and munitions of war, Britain would be in a 
perilous state and ... the Army, Navy, and Air 
Force could not operate.” 

The name ‘Battle of the Atlantic’ was coined by 
Winston Churchill in February 1941. The outcome 
of the battle was a strategic victory for the Allies— 
the German blockade failed—but at great cost: 
3,500 merchant ships and 175 warships were sunk 
for the loss of 783 U-boats. 

On October 30, 1945 the Houses of Parliament 
unanimously carried the following resolution 
expressing gratitude to the Merchant Navy on the 
victorious end of the war: “That the thanks of this 
House be accorded to the officers and men of the 
Merchant Navy for the steadfastness with which 
they maintained our stocks of food and materials; 
for their services in transporting men and 
munitions to all battles over all the seas, and for 
the gallantry with which, through a civilian 
service, they met and fought the constant attacks of 
the enemy.” 

The Right Honourable Alfred Barnes, Minister 
of War Transport, said: “The Merchant Seaman 
never faltered. To him we owe our preservation 
and our very lives.” 

Following many years of lobbying to bring 
about official recognition of the sacrifices made by 
merchant seafarers in two world wars and since. 
Merchant Navy Day became an official day of 
remembrance on September 3, 2000. 

In honour of the sacrifices made in the two 
World Wars, the Merchant Navy also lays wreaths 
of remembrance alongside the Armed Forces in the 
annual Remembrance Day service and services on 
November 11.

Assembly will debate 
Hinkley mud issue 


A LEGAL challenge to the disposal of 
mud from the seabed near Hinkley Point 
at a location near the Vale coast was 
discontinued this week. 

The ‘Campaign Against Hinkley Mud 
Dumping’ had hoped to halt a disposal operation of 
more than 300,000 tonnes of dredged mud which 
began on September 10. 

EDF Energy needs the mud removed so it can 
drill six vertical shafts for the cooling system for 
the new nuclear power station. 

On Tuesday, October 2, Assembly Member Neil 
McEvoy announced: “Please note that there will be 
no protest at court today. We have discontinued 
the legal challenge after gaining an Assembly 
debate on October 10 that could stop the 
\y#GeigerBay dump, through a Plaid Cymru and 


Conservative joint motion.” 

Campaigners argue more testing should be done 
on the mud. An EDF Energy spokesman said: “The 
claimant’s decision to drop the case is good news 
for a project that is vital for the UK’s energy future 
and provides work for 25 Welsh companies and 
1,000 Welsh workers. 

“EDF did everything that it was requested to do 
when it applied for a licence to dredge and deposit 
mud in the Severn Estuary. 

“The mud is no different to mud found 
anywhere else up and down the coast and it has 
been thoroughly tested by independent experts 
who confirmed it poses no threat to human health 
or the environment. The sediment is not classed as 
radioactive under UK law.”

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Motoring with Tony Yates... 
Taking a look at the Suzuki 
Swift Sport L4 Boosterjet 

THE Supermini market 
has been growing at an 
astonishing rate for the 
last few years - and 
rightly so. 

The reason for this climb is 
that buyers are now looking for 
the smaller cars because they are 
not only cheaper to run but in 
many cases, cheaper to buy. 

You may not know this, but 
the Suzuki brand sells very 
well - and the previous Swift 
models flew out of the doors 
because it was seen as one of the 
hottest things to ow. The new 
Swift Sport is a cracking little 
hot hatch and also something 
that I consider to be a pretty 
good, truth be told. 

Power and efficiency: The 
Swift I had on test was powered 
by a four-cylinder Boosterjet 
turbocharged 140PS petrol 
engine with 230Nm of torque at 
2500-3500rpm. 0 to 62 mph is 
dealt with in 8.1 seconds, 
moving onto a top speed of 
around 130 mph. 

The official fuel economy 
figures from Suzuki are; 50.5 
mpg (combined) with a C02 
rating of 125 g/km, although the 
best I could get was around 
45mpg, but then I was not really 
trying to get near what Suzuki 
had said was possible as we have 
to remember the variables here 
when testing a car in the real 
world. 

On the road: Like all Swift 
models, they handle like a go- 
cart and I can feel where Suzuki 


has made some major changes 
over the older Swift Sport model 
because everything feels so 
much more planted, which all 
helps in giving a lot of 
confidence into the comers - as 
well as giving you a great ride on 
uneven surfaces. Even on the 
motorway, all was good, and the 
road noise at high speed was 
very minimal. 

Design and Technology: The 
interior is made out of decent 
materials and the fabric used on 
the seating is of a good quality 
and a surprising find for a car in 
this price bracket. 

Space: Rear legroom is OK 
and the boot is a fair size in 
comparison to the competition. 
What I do like is the driving 
position which is good, plus all 
the pedals feel in the right place 
and all the dials and switches are 
easily accessible. For those who 
want to know, the maximum 
luggage capacity for the Swift 
Sport is around 265 litres (raised 
rear seating) and 579 litres with 


the rear seating lowered. 

Some of the standard features 
on the Suzuki Swift Sport 
include: ABS, EBD and ESP, 
lane departure warning, 
immobiliser, security alarm, 
driver and front passenger 
airbags, curtain airbags, side 
airbags, tyre pressure monitoring 
system, adaptive cmise control, 
keyless entry, engine auto 
stop/start, automatic air 
conditioning, LED rear lamps, 
LED projector headlamps, LED 
daytime running lamps, rear and 
side upper spoilers, 17” alloy 
wheels, 4.2” colour LCD 
display, dual exhaust pipes, DAB 
digital radio, smartphone 
linkage, navigation system and 
lots more which is surprising 
when you look at the price tag. 

Summary: Suzuki has done a 
fantastic job of giving the new 
Swift Sport an upgrade worth 
talking about. I believe it will 
once again be flying out the 
doors of a dealer near you.

When point-to-point came 
to the Vale - part seven 


BRIAN Lee recalls 
another chapter 
from his book, The 
Races Came Off- 
The Story of Point- 
To-Point Racing in 
South and West 
Wales published 
back in 1986. 

For one reason or 
another the Glamorgan 
Hunt decided against 
holding a point-to-point 
in 1907. Also, for 
reasons which were best 
known to themselves, 
the officials of the 
Pembrokeshire and 
Carmarthenshire hunts 
held their meetings on 
the same day, Thursday, 
April 4. Why the clash 


of fixtures must remain 
a mystery! 

After a year’s 
absence, the Glamorgan 
Hunt returned with a 
meeting at Caermain, 
within a mile of the Old 
Post public house. 

Major Edmunde’s 
Caleb led from start to 
finish to win the 
heavyweight race for 
the second time, having 
won the event two years 
previously. 

A notable absentee in 
this race was the mare 
Black Fury who had 
won in 1903 and 1904. 
Before the start of the 
season she had sadly 
dropped dead returning 
through the village of 
Gilestone after a 


strenuous day’s hunting 
with the Glamorgan 
hounds. 

The lightweight race 
went to Major Gerald 
Bruce’s Crackers. 

Major Bruce was also 
in good form at the 
Monmouthshire at 
Triley where he won the 
inter-regional race on 
Bella 11. 

For the second year 
running in this event, 
the Glamorganshire 
Yeomany beat the Royal 
Monmouth shire Royal 
Engineers. 

The lightweight 
members’ race was won 
by William Lloyd 
Thomas’ Susan, ridden 
by the owner's son 
Hugh. 


In his day, William 
Lloyd Thomas had been 
a prominent 
steeplechase rider. He 
made a name for 
himself in Bengal and 
had been a steward of 
the Calcutta Turf Club. 

The season ended on 
a sad note with the 
death of that Glamorgan 
Hunt stalwart, Mr 
Thackeray, of Glan-Ely, 
who five years earlier 
had won the lightweight 
race at the Glamorgan 
Hunt. 

Mr Thackeray, who 
early in life had lost the 
sight of one eye, may 
not have been a brilliant 
horseman but he was a 
brilliant batsman who 
scored several centuries 
for Glamorgan County 
Cricket Club during his 
cricketing career.

Youth team’s tough task as
